The county agent reminds 
homeowners that balled and 
burlapped plants and those 
grown in containers can be 
planted any time of the year.

plants, those that lose their 
leaves each fall, are more 
easily handled or tran ­ 
splanted 
in

bare 
root 
condition. 
For best results, set out 
bare root plants in late fall 
and 
winter 
from 
mid- 
N o v e m b e r

February in most areas of 
Texas. Planting during this 
period provides ample time 
for good root development 
before new 
top 
growth 
begins in the spring. 
With proper care, bare 
root plants can be set out as 
late as March and April. 
Success, 
however, 
is 
dependent 
upon 
the con­ 
dition of the nursery stock 
used and the care they will 
receive after planting. 
For ease of maintenance 
and to reduce disease and

select landscape plants that

Revolutionary View 


What If We Lost?

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
At a time when all good 
Americans should be con­ 
centrating on preparations 
for the Bicentennial, 
my 
train of thought keeps get* 
ting derailed by a historical­ 
ly distracting question. 
What if the British had 
won? 
What 
if instead of the 
revolutionary army routing 
the redcoats at Yorktown 200 
years ago. vice had united 
with versa? 
What if, in short, America 
had remained a 
British 
possession? What would the 
country be like today? 
Therapists say that when 
you find yourself preoc­ 
cupied with hypothetical 
questions of this sort, the 
way to get them out of your 
head is to improvise an­ 
swers. 
If you merely shove them 
to the back of your mind, 
they’ll turn green and ossify, 
like leftover casseroles in 
the back of the fridge. 
I have therefore spent a 
good bit of time lately 
drawing mental pictures of 
the 
United 
Colonies 
of 
America. 
One thing is certain. If the 
revolutionary army had lost 
at Yorktown, the seat of the 


colonial government would 
not 
be 
city 
named 
Washington. 
It would be a city named 
Cornwallis. 
Even 
after 
George 
Washington defeated him at 
Yorktown, Cornwallis had 
enough pull back in London 
to 
get 
himself 
appointed 
governor-general of India 
Had he won over here, he 
almost certainly would have 
become 
viceroy 
of 
the 
United Colonies. 
C harles 
C o rn w allis,

The first five women were 
sworn in as Special Agents 
Dec. 15, 1971.

Buyer Views Voiced 


Can a plant catch a cold? 
Do snapdragons have sore 
throats? Do sunflowers ever 
have headaches? 
Cold 
w inter 
w eather 
bothers our plants just as it 
bothers 
us. 
Im properly 
conditioned, just about any 
plant in our plantings can 
fall victim to the wrath of 
Jack Frost, says James R. 
Risinger, 
Collin 
County 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Agent. 
“ Let’s look at ways you 
can toughen your plants,” he 
c o m m e n t e d . 
“ F i r s t , 
remember that some plants 
won’t stand any freezing 
weather regardless of how 
many toughening techniques 
you employ. 
Your 
only 
salvation will be to dig, 
repot, and move these babies 
indoors out of the cold,' he 
added. 
“ Remember, too, that it 
doesn’t 
alw ays 
take 
32 
degrees to freeze a plant. 
Frost can form at 36, even 38 
degrees on cool, clear nights, 
spelling the axe for tender- 
leafed p la n ts,” Risinger 
warned. 
“ Proper fertilization is a 
key to winter hardiness for 
many plants,” he continued. 
“Our North Texas soils are 
notoriously 
deficient 
in 
phosphorus, one elem ent 


plants use to bolster up their 
winter defense lines. If it’s 
been a while since you in­ 
cluded the phosphates in 
your plants’ menu, better get 
with it,” Risinger urged. 
“ Watering is also a plant- 
saving practice for winter,” 
he revealed. “ By holding 
back on water now, you can 
cause your plants to slow 
their growth rates, in effect, 
toughen up. Once the cold 
snaps come for good. though, 
you’ll want an abundance of 
available water in the soil, so 
the plants won’t dessicate in 
the winter winds,” Risinger 
pointed out. 
Mulches are good for 
lessening 
winter 
damage, 
when and where they can be 
used. Their action is not one 
of keeping the earth from 
freezing, but instead, of 
preventing rapid 
freezing 
and thawing. 
“ Use 
m ulches 
around 
annual 
and 
perennial 
plantings, roses, and winter 
vegetable gardens,” he said. 
“ Rotted compost or bark, 
among many others, make 
excellent mulches.” 
All pruning should be put 
off for a couple of months 
unless it’s vitally important 
and urgent. Heavy pruning 
stim u lates new grow th— 
growth 
which 
could 
be 


burned back by the cold. 
Covering plants is of some 
value, 
p a rtic u la rly 
in 
avoiding 
frost 
at 
te m ­ 
peratures above 32 degrees. 
Wrapping and tying tender 
shrubs may help to a limited 
extent. While it probably 
won’t make one degree’s 
difference 
in 
the 
te m ­ 
perature, it will keep the 
plant out of the harsh drying 
winds. 
Sunscald can be a problem 
for new trees planted within 
the last one to two years. 
Once leaves are gone, the 
tender young trunks can be 
exposed to 
intense and 
unaccustomed rays of direct 
sunlight. Wrap susceptible 
trunks with tree-wrapping 
materials. 
H anging 
baskets 
and 
c on tain er plants deserve 
added care come winter. 
Their exposed root areas 
mean their soil balls can 
freeze as hard as a brick 
made from gumbo clay soil. 
Either give them protection 
in your garage or other 
sunny bright spot, or else 
take cuttings for replanting 
come spring. 
“We all know how hard 
summers can be for our 
plants. Well winters can, too, 


so take care of your green 
frie n d s,” 
R isinger 
con­ 
cluded.
